The  Grand  Muster  read  his  rei)ort  for  the  past  year  : 
Vancouver,  B.  C,  12th  February,  1890. 
To  the  Grand  Lodffc  of  Brilish  ColnmUui,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Eephesentatives  and  Bkethuen,  It  is  with  much  plea- 
sure that  I  greet  and  welcome  you  at  the  commencement  of 
this  session.  I  am  sure  that  you  will  hear  with  satisfaction 
that  the  Order  is  still  rapi<lly  growing  in  membership  and  in 
the  esteem  of  the  public.  From  all  sides  come  encouraging 
reports,  and  all  signs  indicate  that  the  year  1890  will  be  a 
memorable  one  in  the  history  of  this  jurisdiction. 

When  you  conferred  upon  me  the  honor  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  delivered  into  my  care  and  keeping  the  important 
trust  which  I  am  now  about  to  return  to  you,  I  felt  that  I  had 
been  given  a  duty  which  I  had  not  the  ability  to  discharge. 
There  appeared  a  weight  on  my  shoulders  and  a  feeling  of 
misgiving  that  is  difficult  to  describe  ;  suffice  it  to  say,  I  was 
comi)letely  overcome  ;  I  considered  it  an  honor  and  felt  grate- 
ful therefor. 

Now  in  rendering  the  account  of  ray  stewardship,  that 
same  feeling  is  present  that  perhaps  would  be  wanting  in  a 
more  talented  member. 

In  accordance  with  precedent  and  with  law,  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  state  to  you  what  I  have  done  as  Grand  Master. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER 

The  order  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  at  the  present 
time.  We  have  apparently  tided  over  the  hard  times,  and  the 
country  is  entering  upon  an  era  of  prosperity  which  is  felt  by 
our  organization.     Two  new  Lodges  have  been  established 
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thiB  year  nt  VHiiconver  and  Toraox,  nnd  I  re!-poctfully  HUj^'jjjest 
that  charterH  be  granted  the  same. 

NEW    LODGES. 

On  May  Hrd,  IM89,  1  had  the  [)ieasure  of  instituting 
Western  Star  Lodj^e,  No.  10,  Vancouver,  with  21)  clnirtcr 
members.  1  was  kincUy  assisted  by  13ro.  Wni.  McColl,  VM 
M.,  and  a  number  of  Past  (brands  and  members  of  Vancouver 
Lodge.  The  officers  were  eh'cted  and  installed  and  the 
Brothers  are  taking  great  interest  in  the  OnhM-,  and  I  predict 
a  very  prosperous  Lotlge. 

On  October  15th,  1889,  inscitubd  ['nion  Lodge,  No.  11, 
Comox,  assisted  by  Bro.  R.  Hcott,  J.  i'hompson,  P.O.'s,  and 
Bros.  Rafter,  Kesley,  McKnightaiil  Kilpatrick,  of  Harmony 
Lodge.  The  officers  were  duly  electe<l  and  installed.  Petitions 
were  received  and  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  elect,  initiate 
and  confer  the  three  degrees  the  same  evening. 

On  the  16th  applications  were  received  from  eight  candi- 
dates who  were  elected  and  initiated,  and  the  following  even- 
ing conferred  the  three  degrees.  On  the  17tli  two  more 
applications  were  received,  elected  and  degrees  conferred, 
making  a  total  of  nineteen  members  initiated.  From  the 
zeal  exhibited  by  these  Brothers,  1  am  convinced  that  this 
Lodge  will  make  its  mark  among  the  Lodges  of  British  Col- 
umbia. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  prospects  for 
new  Lodges  are  encouraging,  an  application  for  a  Charter 
for  one  at  Donald  has  been  received  and  will  be  laid  before 
you  for  approval.  Correspondence  has  also  been  going  on 
with  a  view  of  opening  another  at  New  Westminster  and  I 
expect  that  shortly  the  proper  application  will  be  received. 

There  are  several  other  places  in  the  Province  where 
Lodges  might  be  successfully  operated,  and  no  doubt  that 
shortly  some  enterprising  brothers  will  see  the  necessity  of 
adding  to  the  number  and  contributing  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.

The  Lodge  by  deciding  to  adopt  this 
couise  cleMily  indicates  that  it  considers  it  to  be  for  its  own 
inteiest  and  that  of  the  Order  to  do  so.  The  p.)wer  to  regu- 
late and  control  its  own  fiuiincial  affairs  is  vested  in  all  sub- 
ordinate lodges. 

JOHNSTOWN    CALAMITY. 

Having  received  a  telegram  from  the  Grand  Sire,  appeal- 
ing for  help  on  behalf  of  the  sufferers  in  the  awful  calamity 
at  Johrmtown,  Penn.,  cm  the  )Ust  May  last,  I  immedititely 
issued  a  circtdar  letter  to  the  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  ask- 
ing for  donations,  and,  in  res|)()nse.  the  sum  of  $193  was 
contributed,  which  was  <luly  remitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  Pennsylvfinia.  It  speaks  well  for  the  fraternity  which 
animates  our  Order  that  the  magnificent  sum  of  $02,071.69 
was  ifiised  in  the  Or<ler  to  mitigate  the  distress  arising  from 
that  terrible  catastrophe.

Granted  permission  to  Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  1,  Winnipeg, 
to  circulate  a  petition  i7>  this  jurisdiction  asking  for  assist- 
ance to  liquidate  th  '  ('(  bt  on  their  hall. 

Gave  permission  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  ^lorida  to  ask 
for  help  from  our  Lodges  towards  erecting  an  Odd  Fellows' 
Home  at  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Re{)orts  from  ray  District  Deputies  are  appended  for 
your  approval. 

REBEKAH  DEGREE. 

Within  this  jurisdiction  we  have  only  one  Lodge  of  this 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship.  It  is  in  a  |)rosperou8  condition, 
doing  good  work.  There  ought  to  be  more  lodges  of  this  de- 
gree, and  I  confidently  believe  there  will  be,  when  we  all  fully 
understand  their  influence  for  good  in  the  communities  where 
they  exist,  and  the  assistance  they  render  subordinates  in 
carrrying  forward  the  great  work  of  the  order. 

If  the  mothers,  wives  and  daughters  of  Odd  Fellows  can 
be  enlisted  to  help  us  in  our  elforts  to  relieve  distress  and 
elevate  human  character,   may  we  not  reasonably  expect  to 
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accomplish  even  more  iu  tlie  future  thiui  in  the  pa-^t.  Our 
Bons  and  daughters  should  join  our  Order  at  an  early  age, 
that  they  may  be  taught  tlit*  divine  lesson  of  iuiruanity.  when 
their  minds  are  susceptible  to  receive  iraprtssicms  and  before 
other  associations  and  ties  are  formed. 

«,U  vLIFICATION  FOK  MEiMBKUSHIP 

I  regret  very  much  that  at  its  last  session  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  did  not  S'^e  its  way  clear  to  permit  candidates 
joining  the  Order  at  eighteen  years  of  age  instead  of  twenty- 
one,  as  I  certainly  believe  such  a  change  would  lead  to  a  great 
increase  in  the  membership  ol  tiiis  Province.  1  hoi)e  oui 
Grand  Kepresentativo  wJl  continue  to  agitate  the  matter 
until  the  point  is  gained. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Lodges  and 
Brothers  who  have  given  me  such  hearty  welcome  and  enter- 
tained me  so  hospitably  on  the  occa>ions  of  my  otftcial  visits.

Brothers  let  me  admonish  you  that, 
though  the  year  has  been  prosperous  and  the  outlook  i.s 
bright,  not  to  settle  quietly  down  and  consider  that  your  work 
is  accomplished,  that  there  is  nothing  further  to  be  done.  In 
the  great  field  of  human  endeavor  there  must  be  either  pro- 
gression or  retrogression.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  standing 
still.  Life  is  indeed  like  a  mighty  river,  and  unless  we  are 
pulling  up  we  are  drifting  down.  In  the  natural  order  of 
things  we  have  a  place  to  till  and  a  duty  to  perform.  If  you 
would  exemplify  the  teachings  of  our  Order  you  must  be  pro- 
gressive, virtuous  and  true.

PUINCIPAL  DECISIONS. 

2.  It  is  comi)etent  for  a  State  Grand  Body  to  legislate 
for  the  exjmlsion  or  suspension  of  a  Brother  for  cause,  by  a 
vote  by  ball  ballot  or  otherwise. 

7.  In  relation  to  matters  of  instruction  in  the  secret  work 
and  to  enforce  uniformity  in  all  the  signs  and  charges  as  well 
Hs  in  mi^de  of  working,  the  Oj-and  Master  has  full  authority 
in  the  premises,  in  person  or  by  lawful  ofticers  un<ler  him. 

8.  A  decision  ren<lered  by  a  Noble  Grand  upon  the 
meaning  of  a  part  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  (.-on^titution,  or, 
in  fact,  upon  any  (piestion  arising  in  the  Lodge,  is  subject  to 
l)e  appealed  from  to  the  Lodge,  except  in  matters  relating  to 
the  written  or  uitwritten  work  of  the  Order. 
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11.  There  is  no  law  prohibiting  the  soliciting  of  persons 
to  petition  Lodges  for  membership  ;  (m  the  contrary,  it  is 
both  admissible  and  advisable  to  |)resent  to  good  citizens  the 
advantages  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F,  in  a  proper  way,  ask  consider- 
ation, and  if  they  are  favorably  impressed,  to  request  their 
applicntions  for  membership. 

22.  When  an  application  for  meml^ership  is  received  by 
a  Lodge  and  referred  to  a  committee,  it  can  be  witlidrnwn 
prior  to  ballot  ;  but  not  from  tlie  committee,  which  is  the 
direct  creature  of  the  Lodge,  possessing  no  j)ower  further 
than  that  of  inquiry  and  recommendatiim  or  disapproval,  etc. 
One  of  the  first  principles  of  Parliamentary  law  is  that  a  Com- 
mittee is  the  creature  of  the  Appointing  Body,  and  mu>t  re- 
port its  acts  to  the  body  creating  it,  unless  otherwise  author- 
ized by  such  body.  After  an  ap{)lication  for  membership 
has  gone  to  the  Investigating  Committee,  it  cannot  be 
returned  to  the  petitioner  on  his  desire  to  witlidraw  it,  except 
through  action  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  or  by  order  of 
the  Lodge. 

REBEKAH  DEGREE. 

56.  Appeals  from  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  should  first 
go  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction. 

57.  The  law  does  not  make  the  "  Widowed  Stepmother 
of  an  Odd  Fellow  of  the  Degree  of  Truth  '  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  a  Kebekah  Degree  Lodge. 

58.  The  annual  Pass\^.)rd  for  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  is 
intended  to  be  used  as  a  proof  test  of  membership  ;  also  in 
conjunction  Avith  the  "Visiting  Card  issued  by  Rebekah  Degree 
Lodges,  it  is  to  be  used  as  a  traveling  Password  in  jurisdic- 
tions foreign  to  that  to  which  the  visitor  belongs. 

64.  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  of  Daughters  of 
Rebekah  can  be  selected  by  the  State  Af'somblies  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Rebekah  or  be  appointed  by  Grand  Masters  of  juris- 
dictions wherein  there  are  no  such  Assemblies.  In  States  arid 
Territories  wheie  there  are  no  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters 
of  Rebekah,  the  members  of  the  degree  therein  can  send 
delegates,  but  the  Convention  itself  must  judge  of  the  Certi- 
ficates of  appointment,  and  whether  the  members  represented 
justify  the  admission  of  the  delegates. 

NEW  LEGISLATION. 

The  amended  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  in  regard  to  representation,  and  in  adding  a  Com- 
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luittee  on  Judiciary   to  the  Standing  Committees,   was   aj)- 
I  )roved. 

That  the  obligdtioii  as  st't  forth  in  the  Pi-dchimation  of 
the  Grand  Hire  of  Decend>er  2'.hd.  188(1,  Revised  Journal, 
{)age  1(V271.  is  dechned  now  to  be  unnecessary  and  iience- 
t'orth  inoperative,  and  tiiat  all  legislation  relating  to  tlie 
Patriarchal  Circle  is  hereby  repealed. 

That  the  Veteian  Jewel  be  sold  to  Giand  Secretaries  for 
the  sum  of  8'^.o0  each,  aiulthat  Grand  Secret^iries  l)e  instruct- 
ed to  sell  thenj  to  Veterans  for  J::»4.0(),  and  that  the  price  of 
Odes  be  reduced  to  three  cejits  so  that  Giand  liodies  can  sell 
them  for  live  cents. 

That  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  Benevolent  Insur- 
ance be  continued  and  the  Grand  Sire  be  authorized  to  fill 
vacancies  on  the  committee. 

That  the  committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  instructed 
to  prepare  a  disnnssal  certificate  for  the  Daughters  of  Re- 
bekah,  and  that  the  same  be  sold  to  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Lodges  at  the  same  price  now  required  for  the  present  Dis- 
missal Certificate. 

That  Grand  Masters  may  appoint  Sister  Past  Grands 
who  are  in  good  standing  in  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  in  their 
jurisdiction,  as  instructors  in  the  secret  work  of  said  degree. 

Tliat  the  sura  of  one  dollar  per  book,  or  a  rel)ate  of  a 
similar  amount  be  allowed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to 
the  State  Grand  Lodges  for  each  Rebekah  Degree  Book  of 
the  issue  of  1882,  returned  to  said  Grand  Lodges  under  the 
instructions  passed  at  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  1888. 

Memorial  Day  has  been  changed  from  the  20th  October 
to  the  second  Tuesday  in  June,  provided,  however,  that  if  a 
different  day  be  more  convenient  for  any  Lodge  to  hold  such 
Memorial  service  such  Lodge  may  select  such  day. 

That  a  Special  Committee  of  five  Representatives  of  this 
Grand  Body  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  plan 
for  the  floor  work  of  the  various  degrees  to  be  furnished  and 
Hold  by  this  Grand  Body  as  other  supplies,  and  report  such 
plan  at  our  next  session. 

That  the  word  "widow,"  erroneously  stricken  out  of  Sec. 
87,  White's  Digest,  at  the  session  of  this  Grand  Body  in  1887, 
be  and  is  hereby  re-inserted  in  its  proper  place  in  said  Section. 
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That  (tiuihI  Lodj^c^s  mid  (iraiid  ]''.ii('at)i|;in<  lit,-  iiiny  pro- 
vide by  H|)i)r('])ri!it<^  le^^isljitii  ii  thid  aiiv  in;  iidx^i'  of  this 
Ordfi"  Avlio  shall  becouK^  an  iiiinatt^  of  ai.y  Houic  for  A^fd 
and  Indij^pJit  Odd  Fellows,  luidiT  tlif  ('(iiiticl  ol'  such  (Jrand 
Bodies,  shall  therel)y  leliiiquisli  all  claim  for  weekly  ])eiiefits 
front  his  L(Hl<ie  or  Encanii;n!eiil  during  the  time  lie  cliall 
be  such  inmate.

thereof,  shall  be  <leemed  to  have  served  n  full  term.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  meeting  nights  »»f  n  six  months  terra  of  a  Subor- 
diiinte  Lodge  is  fourteen  and  of  a  yearly  teim  twenty-seven. 
A  majority  of  the  mecitiiig  nights  of  yearly  tei  nis  (»f  a  Subor- 
.linate  Ijodge,  with  bi  weekly  meetings  is  fourteen,  and  with 
scmi-moiithly  meetings  thiiteen.  A  majority  of  the  meeting 
nights  of  a  six  months  ti  rm  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  is 
seven,  of  yearly  terms  with  semi-monthly  meetings  thirteen 
and  with  monthly  meetings  seven. 

15.  Any  officer  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment 
who  has  continued  in  office  for  a  full  term,  but  who,  in  con- 
sequence of  sickness,  has  been  unable  to  perform  the  duties 
(»f  his  office  for  a  majority  of  the  nights  of  the  term,  and  who 
was  excused  from  time  to  time  by  his  Subordinate  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  served  a  full  term  in  such  office.

19.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Chief  Patriarch  in  a 
Subordinate  Encampment,  a  Patriarch  must  have  served  a 
term  in  the  office  of  Senior  Warden. 

20.  A  Royal  Purple  member of  an  Encampment  maybe 
elected  to  either  of  the  offices  of  Chief   Patriarch  or  Senior 
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VVardnd  in  similfir  ra-ii's,}iii(l  under  the  sfime  conditions  as  those 
wliei'3  a  Scarlet  member  may  be  elected  Noble  Grand  oi  V  ice 
Grand  of  a  Sul)ordinate  Lodge,  and  the  ruh's  ab  to  what  shall 
be  considered  terms  of  ser^  ice  for  Encampment  otWcors  shall 
be  the  sanje  as  those  tor  Subordinate  Lodges,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable. 

2L  Gland  Lodges  and  (Jrand  Lncampments  are  prohil- 
ited  from  nuiking  or  requiring  any  (tther  or  diiferent  iiualiii- 
<*ations  for  election  to  otVice,  than  those  h(?reinabove  prescribed. 

22.  Any  otlicer  of  any  Subordinate  J>«idge  <r  Knoimp- 
ment  who  sludl  seive  in  any  office  therein,  either  elective  or 
appointed,  for  a  term,  or  part  of  a  term,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  honors 
conferred  for  faithful  service  in  such  oftice  for  a  full   term. 

2M.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
foregoing  enactments,  are  hereby  repealed. 

FOliPilUN   .7U1USDICTION8. 

With  the  exception  of  Australasia,  the  Order  does  not 
seem  to  progress  satisfactorily  in  foreign  countries.  Lodges 
have  lately  beeii  instituted  in  France  and  Japan. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  the  failure  of  the  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  enabling  members  to  join  the  older  at  18 
years  of  age,  102  voting  for  the  amendment  and  00  against. 
However  I  have  great  hoi)es  that  this  question  will  get  the 
requisite  number  of  votes  at  the  next  session  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge, 

The  Grand  Secretary  drew  the  attention  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  great  loss  the  Order  sustains  annually  in 
its  membership  by  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
it  elicited  the  following  remarks  from  the  committee  to  which 
it  was  referred: 

Your  Committee  (m  Miscellaneous  Business,  to  whom 
was  referred  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary relating  to  "Initiations.  Reinstatements  and  Sus{)en- 
nions,"  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration . 

The  losses  by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
a  remedy  therefor,  has  engaged  the  attention  of  this  Grand 
Hody  for  a  number  ol  years.  No  remedy  yet  suggested  has 
arrested  this  leakage.  There  can  be  no  efficacious  remedy  for 
waning   love.       We   are   inclined  to  believe,  however,  that 
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iiiiicli  of  tlii'  loss  from  tins  soiirirc  is  ch.'trj^'t^ablo  to  tlio  dc^'o- 
lii'tioii  of  duty  <»ii  tlic  part  (►f  tlio  Sct'iM'tMiif^s  of  Subordinate 
Lodges.  Lod;j;('s  luiviiifj  first-class  Secretaries  liavo  n  mini- 
mum  of  suspensions.  We  commend  the  earnt\stn<'ss  witli 
wliicli  the  subject  is  luouj^ht  to  the  attention  of  this  Grand 
Lodj^'e,  hut  l)elievin^  no  furtlier  action  is  necessary  at  tliiw 
time,  sid)mit  the  following  : 

Rcsolrcd,    Tliat   the    couiinitt(>e    be   discharged    trom    the 
further  consideration  of  the  suhject. 

Tlu*  session  was  consideiably  disturbed  by  the  accident 
wjiicli  befel  the  (1  rail! I  Sire  on  the  day  of  the  Procession, 
the  chaii'  was  however  ably  tilled  by  the  Deputy  (Jrand  Sire 
during  the  renmining  portion  of  the  si^ssion. 

rhe  Sovereign  (J rand  Lodge  will  hold  its  next  meeting 
at  the  City  of  Tojjeka,  Kansas. 

Your  lleprescMitative  was  apjxunted  on  tlie  Committee 
of  Foreign  Relations. 

Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  ))roeeedings  of  the 
(^)nvention  of  the  Daughters  of  Kebekah,  which  met  for  the 
first  time  in  the  City  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  Sept.  17th  to  20th, 
18S9,  and  is  to  be  C(mtinupd  annually  nt  the  same  time  and 
place  as  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Why  should  British 
Columbia  not  send  a  delegate  ? 

The  foregoing  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  actions  of  the 
session  of  18bl). 

I  was  somewhat  asttmished  and  also  gratified  at  the 
reception  accorded  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  both  at  Los 
Angeles  and  Columbus;  in  both  instances  tlie  Governors  of 
the  several  States,  the  Mayors  of  the  Cities  and  all  the 
principal  citizens  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  doing 
honor  to  the  Order. 

Truly,  we  have  a  noble  heritage  and  to  see  its  beauties 
we  must  visit  it  abroad.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers,— We  your  Finance  Committee 
beg  to  rej)ort  that  we  have  examined  tlie  books,  vouchers  and 
reports  of  tlie  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  and 
find  the  same  correct  and  in  good  order. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  per  capita  tax  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  be  $1.2o  for  the  ensuin'^  year,  seventy- 
five  cents  payable  on  the  30th  June  and  fifty  cents  on  the 
31st  December. 

Our  reason  for  increasing  the  tax  is  to  have  a  sufficient 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  pay  the  running  expenses 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  before  the  June  tax  is  due. 

Each  year  the  Treasurer  has  had  to  pay  these  expenses 
out  of  the  Endowment  Fund  and  sometimes  even  out  of  iiis 
own  private  [)urse,  this  should  not  be  the  case,  especially 
when  we  consider  that  a  call  might  be  made  on  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  at  a  time  when  they  are  not  available,  the 
putting  on  of  the  extra  twenty-five  cents  this  year  will  obviate 
this  difficulty  and  then  the  tax  can  be  reduced  next  year.
